WILL ATTACH TWO SCIENTISTS. 
Attorneys for Or. ye, Accused of 
Murder, Make iscoveries. 


Kansas City, Mo., April 20.—Detectives 
working for the defence of Dr, B. C. 
Hyde, charged with the murder of Colonel 
Thomas H. Swope, the Kansas City mil- 
onatre philanthropist, declare today that 
they have made two important discoveries 
that will have a bearing on the case. 

One is, they declare, that Col. Swope 
was a habitual user of strychnine, un- 
limited by medical advice, The other 
is that Prof. Haines and Prof. Hektoen, 
the Chicago scientists who are relied on | 
by the prosecution to prove that Swope 
met his death through poison, have been 
almost constantly in the pay of the state 
- Hilinois as witnesses in murder cases 
lor rs’ past. 

When the case started, the attorneys for 
Hyde attacked Haines and Hektoen as 
professional witnesses, y are willin 
to admit today that their attack is ba 
on the discoveries of their detectives that 
Haines and Hektoen have been acting ed 
professional witnesses in murder ceases.
